To the Inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Tuesday the fifth of March next, at twelve o’clock noon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers 
required to be elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To cast your ballots for the election of such officers 
as may be required by law to serve the Contoocook Valley School 
District for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 3. To cast your ballots on the following subject: Are you 
in favor of the adoption of the changes, amendments and modifications 
of the Town of Temple Zoning Ordinance of 1972, as proposed by the 
Planning Board? 


ARTICLE 4. To cast your ballots for the election of Delegates to 
the New Hampshire Constitutional Convention. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TWELVE O’CLOCK NOON AND 
SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE 
EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Friday the eighth day of March next, at eight o’clock in the evening, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the Town Officer’s salaries, Town Officer's expense, 
Town Dump, Playgrounds, Common, Election and Registration, Town 
Hall expenses, Flag care, Cemeteries, Forest Fires, Vital Statistics, Civil 
Defense, Legal Expenses, Dog Damage, Social Security, and/or any other 
Town Charge. 


ARTICLE 6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Summer highways and for 
the resurfacing of tar roads. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Winter highways. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purchase of a new loader for the Highway 
Department to replace the old Hough loader. If favorably considered, a 
Bond Issue to cover payment shall be voted; or take any other action 
relating thereto.

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
the improvement of Class IV and V highways and raise and appropriate 
the sum of $746.08, the State to contribute the sum of $4,973.88. 


ARTICLE 11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the Temple Volunteer Fire 
Department. Said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the 
Department. 


ARTICLE 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the salaries and expenses of the Police 
Department. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of modern radio communication 
equipment for the Police Department. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,183.68 for the support of the Mansfield Public Library. 
Said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the Library. 


ARTICLE 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day, said monies to be expended 
under the auspices of the Temple Ex-Servicemen’s Association. 


ARTICLE 16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the expenses of the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $221.00 for the support of the Monadnock Family and 
Mental Health Service, based on a 5Oc per capita formula. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $573.00 for the support of the Monadnock Community 
Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., based on a $1.00 per capita formula. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $216.00 for the support of the Monadnock Region 
Association. 


ARTICLE 20. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Temple Conservation Commis- 
sion. The Commission requests the sum of $300.00. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to provide toilet facilities in the Mansfield Public 
Library. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500.00 for the use of the Temple Tennis Committee for 
construction of tennis courts. 


ARTICLE 23. To see what action the Town will take on the report 
of the “Article 22 Committee”, appointed pursuant to Article 22, of the 
1973 Warrant, and appearing elsewhere in these reports. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to appoint a Deputy 
Treasurer. Such Deputy shall be sworn, shall have the powers of the 
Treasurer, may be removed at the pleasure of the Treasurer, and shall, 
before entering upon his duties, give bond as provided in RSA 41:6 
(RSA 41:29-a). 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a committee to undertake appropriate action in 
preparation for observance of the 1976 Bicentennial of the United 
States. Such committee to consist of two appointees from each active 
town organization, and two members-at-large. 


ARTICLE 26. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Bicentennial Committee. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be expended by the Selectmen for the 
purchase of fireproof cabinets and files for the Town’s books and public 
records, pursuant to RSA 41:59. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
receive funds from private sources to defray the cost of cutting and 
removing diseased trees in the area of the Village, and the Historic 
Preservation District in particular. 


ARTICLE 29. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purpose of renovating and altering the 
present balcony area in the Town Hall to provide office space for the 
Board of Selectmen, storage space for active Town books and records, 
and facilities for the use of Town Officers, Selectmen’s meetings, and 
activities of other groups requiring meeting space in connection with 
Town affairs. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $800.00 to repair damage to Town Roads caused by 
flooding, and to authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept any 
Federal funds available to reimburse the Town for repair of such 
damage. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to continue its 
membership in the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission. Such membership being within the context of Article 23, 
of the 1973 Town Warrant. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $389.64 as the Town’s share for the studies and operation of 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to join with New 
Ipswich, Greenville and Mason to use a particular solid waste disposal 
facility, with each community paying its pro-rata share of the costs of 
establishing such a facility and the operating costs thereof, as permitted 
under RSA 53:A. Note: An affirmative vote means that any or all 
communities voting to use a particular disposal site would be permitted 
to do so if approved by vote of the host community. Should the host 
community fail to vote to allow such use of its disposal site, then an 
alternative site may be selected for use by the Town, subject to 
additional action by the communities involved. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money as its share of the operating and/or planning costs of a 
disposal site for the ensuing year. Or to take any other action relating 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to close, subject to 
gates and bars, that road which starts at Howard Hill Road near the 
“Bennotti’” woodshed and proceeds in an easterly direction terminating 
at the old Kendall cellar hole; being a distance of three quarters mile, 
more or less. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to close, subject to 
gates and bars, a portion of Kendall Road, commencing at a point just 
north of the Stanford Calderwood residence and proceeding in a 
northerly direction for a distance of one half mile, more or less; 
terminating at Route 101 near the residence of Howard Lappe. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue a portion 
of the Old Revolutionary or Old County Road, relinquishing to the 
abutters any rights which may have accrued to the Town. The road, or 
right of way, to be abandoned has a junction with the present town 
road at a point approximately one quarter mile west of the Thomas 
Drew residence, proceeds in a westerly direction for a distance of one 
half mile, more or less; terminating at Route 101 just east of the 
Temple-Peterborough line. 


ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to direct and empower 
the Selectmen to take any and all necessary action to insure that the 
Town maintains direction and control of all Town Roads closed subject 
to gates and bars. 


ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote authorized withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budget 
appropriations in the amounts indicated; and further, to authorize the 
Selectmen to make pro-rata adjustments in the amounts, if estimated 
entitlements are increased or reduced, or take any other action hereon:

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT OR 
A REPORT FROM THE KITCHEN 


With this report the Board of Selectmen hope to start a custom for 
all future Boards to follow. As your elected representatives, we have 
strived to conduct the affairs of the Town both prudently and fairly. 
Obviously we cannot, and should not, comment on every item and every 
dollar spent and received, especially in those categories that are the 
province of other officials. 


Early in December we sent letters to all Town officers explaining 
our need for early copy and early reports. The response has been 
gratifying and for this and for their co-operation throughout the year we 
thank those Town officers, the members of special committees and also 
the concerned citizen who has offered his time and resources for the 
good of the Town. 


Last April the Town sponsored a village clean-up day; an off-shoot 
of “Good Roads Day” which was originated just sixty years ago (1914). 
It is our hope that “Keep Temple Beautiful Day” will become an annual 
affair that will serve to improve the appearance of the Town and also to 
bring the townspeople closer together. We have budgeted the sum of one 
hundred dollars to defray the expenses of a clean-up day in 1974. 


While the job of repairing and restoring the town hall cupola has 
not been completed, what work has been done has done much to 
enhance the appearance of the hall. The work will be completed in 1974 
with private funds which have already been received by the Selectmen. 
The expenditure of these funds has been budgeted under “Town 
Charges”. 


The contract for the new fire truck was signed last April with a 
promised delivery date of early July. (This date was for the delivery of 
the chassis to the body manufacturer). However, GMC did not deliver 
_ the chassis until early November, a fact that had everyone except 
General Motors pretty well upset. Congressman Jim Cleveland intervened 
for us and he at least received a written communication from GMC. 
Delivery of the completed truck should be some time in late February. 


Over the years the expenditure of TRA funds has become an 
increasingly difficult problem. Many people fear that all trees and walls 
along the right-of-way will be removed and thus destroy the “‘character” 
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of the road. Trees and stone walls are items that lend charm and beauty 
to a country road and should be left in place where practical. When a 
road is being upgraded most walls can be left intact but there are some 
‘trees that present a hazard or create a maintenance problem and should 
be removed. The Scenic Road Law has been amended in a way that 
allows the towns to cope with this problem in a more realistic (but still 
restricted) manner. The members of this Board do not feel that all trees 
and walls have to be removed nor do they feel that all roads have to be 
at the maximum width and black-topped. We do feel that because of the 
economics of the situation certain trouble areas should be tarred to 
prevent the erosion of the gravel surface. Good gravel is not only 
becoming scarce but it is also becoming very expensive to buy and 
process. 


The continuing problem of East Road has been of interest to most 
of you; to the Selectmen it has been most vexing and frustrating to say 
the least. We have spent many hours on the site and in conference but 
we have not, as yet, been granted the easements needed to keep and/or 
expand the present drainage system. Because no emergency existed we 
felt that we had neither the legal or moral right to commit the problem 
to the courts. The expenses involved could add a dollar or more to the 
tax rate. We believe that there are other ways of solving the matter and 
in the end it could resolve itself. 


The Moderator, empowered by action taken under Article 22 of the 
1973 Town warrant, appointed a committee to investigate the problem 
of storing Town records and artifacts. This committee has submitted a 
report and recommendations for the consideration of the 1974 annual 
meeting. The committee has also made a study of certain other needs of 
the Town, both present and future, and we hope that this too will be 
presented to the meeting. 


Considerable time and thought has been given to the preparation of 
the 1974 Town Budget. It has been virtually impossible to “hold the 
line” and still maintain basic services. Hourly wages and mileage 
allowances have been raised in order that we might be able to keep 
experienced personnel. Within the Highway Department we have granted 
time-and- -half pay after forty hours during the Winter months plus six 
paid Holidays during the calendar year. We feel that this is very 
definitely in the best interests of the Town. 
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Two other matters that will be placed before this meeting will be 
the purchase of a new loader for the Highway Department and the 
purchase of new radios for the Police Department. Although prices, facts 
and figures are not available at this time we do feel that these matters 
should be given serious consideration by the meeting. The loader we 
now have is eleven years old and requires more and more expensive 
repairs. The radio equipment now being used by the Police Department 
is twenty or more years old and is becoming impossible to keep in a 
usable condition. 


Solid waste disposal is a very untidy subject from any point of 
view, financial or physical. There are several articles pertaining to this 
subject contained in the 1974 warrant. Because there are people working 
on this matter, and these studies will continue right up to Town Meeting 
and beyond, we cannot make any recommendations in this report. 
However, any solution offered will cost us more, much more, than the 
few dollars that we now spend on dump maintenance. The State 
officials make many laws and regulations for the several towns to 
observe and obey but they offer few solutions to the financial problems 
created. Perhaps consolidation with other towns is the solution but this 
too should be given a good hard look. 


This report was given a rather facetious sub-title for a reason and 
that was to emphasize the lack of meeting facilities for the Board of 
Selectmen and other boards such as Planning and Adjustment. We hope 
that the meeting will see fit to raise a sum of money to remodel the 
unused portion of the balcony. Included in this appropriation would be 
a sum for the purchase of a new adding machine (a print-out calculator) 
for the use of the Selectmen. 


During its 1973 session the General Court passed a law implement- 
ing the “Open Sapce” amendment to the Constitution. The new statute 
created an advisory commission whose purpose was to establish regu- 
latory guidelines. The new commission has not as yet finished this phase 
of the program. We are hopeful that summaries of the statute and 
guidelines will be published in pamphlet form. Any information we now 
have is available to any person requesting it and as further information 
is received it too will be available, possibly through the medium of a 
public meeting. 
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As we consider the financial state of the Town let us not forget the 
demands of the school system. In the year 1973 the tax rate was 
increased by the sum of four dollars and forty cents. Three dollars and 
ninety cents went for school costs (including the infamous pupil count 
error) and fifty cents went to the County. Simple arithmetic tells us 
that the Town got none of the increase. This year school costs are 
taking another huge jump for Temple and will very seriously effect the 
tax rate. Federal Revenue Sharing Funds and a reimbursement under 
Old Age Assistance did much to alleviate our tax situation in 1973 but 
it appears that we will not be so fortunate this year. 


With the above report we have strived to make the following points: 


1. The problems confronting the Town are being met and solved. 


2. Other problems are constantly arising and many demand 
immediate consideration and action. 


3. Most of your tax dollar goes to the school system and only by 
your attendance at the annual school meeting can you hope to alleviate 
this problem.

The year 1973 was a fairly quiet year. We had one chimney fire 
February Sth, one roof fire caused from improper installation of a wood 
stove, on February 27th. 

We had a fire at Naglie’s home on March 2nd, and a brush Sie at 
Fisk’s on March 13th. 

We were called to the Ellison’s Place in early morning of March 
27th. This fire had much of a start before we were summoned and we 
lost it. We were called to wet down the smouldering ruins again on 
March 29th. 

The department was called to a car accident on Rt. 101 on April 
7th and the Riley residence on April 14th for a chimney fire. 

The Department provided a truck for controlled burning at the site 
of the new tennis courts on August 24th and 25th. 

The Temple Fire Department provided trucks and equipment for 
the purpose of demonstrations, etc. at the Temple School on October 
15th in conjunction with Fire Prevention Week. 

The Department was called to a dump fire on October 17th, there 
was a ban on burning at this time. 

A Massachusetts car was discovered burning in Ellis’ cornfield on 
the evening of December 6th and the department was summoned. 

The Selectmen and Fire Engineers ordered our new fire truck and 
were promised delivery in October. Unfortunately General Motors didn’t 
deliver the cab and chassis in July as promised. The Cab and Chassis 
were delivered in November and we are expecting delivery about 
February 10th, 1974. 

The Temple Fire Department has a savings account consisting of 
funds earned at our annual Horse Show, Dances, Donations and other 
fund raising events. The men of the department voted to use $1188.00 
from this fund to purchase a new two frequency radio for our new 
truck. We hope the taxpayers appreciate the efforts these men put forth 
to save the taxpayers this amount of money. 

John Harling collected donations after the Naglie fire and this 
money along with other funds, helped us purchase a new smoke ejector 
fan.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every 
town, city or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. 
Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the fire 
warden. Except for cooking fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 
A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is 
raining. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the District Forest 
Fire Chief who works for the Department of Resources and Economic 
Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the 
Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the 
fires caused by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the Bear 
is an important prevention tool but he still needs much help from the 
public. Parents should warn their children of the hazards of playing with 
matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted match held in their hand 
is a potential forest fire.

SOUHEGAN VALLEY 
~ AMBULANCE DISTRICT SERVICE 
Annual Report 

In March of 1972, the four towns appropriated the sum of $2.00 
per capita amounting to $8900.00, to support the ambulance service 
from September 1, 1972 to August 31, 1973. The actual cost of 
operations for that period was $8424.73. Receipts for services rendered 
totaled $2484.88, leaving a surplus of $3365.15. 

In March of 1973, the towns appropriated the sum of $1.00 per 
capita amounting to $4450.00, to cover cost of operations from 
September 1, 1973 to March 1974. Actual cost of operations from 
September 1, 1973 to December 31, 1973 total $5665.28. Therefore, 
the $4450 plus the surplus from the first year, less the $5665.28 leaves 
us with $3191.08 to operate for the next three months. 

This year the towns will be asked to appropriate the sum of $2.50 
per capita. There are several reasons for this 50c increase, the first being 
that within the sixteen months of operation, two of the three ambu- 
lances were replaced at a cost of $5,000. We anticipate the need of 
replacing the third ambulance this year. The cost of ambulance and 
radio maintenance, supplies and equipment have increased. There is also 
continuous need to increase the number of volunteers on the service and 
to provide training for these volunteers. 

In the sixteen months of operation, the ambulance service has 
answered a total of 180 calls: Greenville (81), Mason (21), New Ipswich 
(72) and Temple (6). In the last four months, there has been a 20% 
increase in calls. . 

We wish to offer special thanks to the Greenville Legion Post 
Number 13, for donating $400.00 to purchase two resuscitators; also to 
the Souhegan Lions Club and the Greenville Lions Club who each 
donated $150.00 for the purchase of two scoop stretchers. 

We thank all the volunteer driver/attendants, the Greenville Fire 
Department, Nelson’s Answering Service and everyone who helped us 
during these first sixteen months of operation.

We are watching the results of the proposed sanitary land fill studies 
to replace our dump from a conservation stand point. The open dumps 
will be outlawed in 1975S.

Circulation of books for the year was as follows: adult non-fiction

National Library Week was celebrated in April by holding Open 
House. At this time books were given to the winners of the annual 
contests. The trustees served refreshments to all the school children. 
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A Strawberry Festival was organized by the trustees and strawberry 
shortcake was sold on the lawn during the band concert for Memorial 
Day exercises in June. 


Nine children completed the Summer Fun Reading Program this 
summer and eight met for a swim party at the Weston’s on July 31. 


The pre-school story hour was a record breaking success this year. It 
has been conducted by Mary Thibodeau up until December 19. The 
mothers met and talked over cups of coffee and tea. 


Excitement of the year was provided when the runaway truck 
backed into the rear wall of the library. The damages have not yet been 
repaired, and the children’s section is temporarily stored in other parts 
of the building. 


Many thanks to all our helpers during the year, also for our 
excellent newspaper coverage. 


Due to the energy shortage the trustees voted to close the library 
on Monday evenings until May. At that time the hours will be Monday 
7-9, Wednesday and Saturday 2-5. From now until May the library will 
be open and Wednesday and Saturday with phone calls welcomed at any 
time at my home.
